SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 
28 of the Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 (38 of 1963), 
the Board of Trustees of Tuficorin Port with the ap¬ 
proval of the Central Government as required under 
sub sec'ion I of section 124 of the said Act, hereby 
makes the following regulations further to amend the 
Tuticorin Port Employees (Leave Travel Concession) 
Regulations, 1979, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(i) These re¬ 
gulations may be called the Tuticorin Port Employees 
(Leave Travel Concession) Amendment Regulations, 
1995. 

fii) These regulations shall conic into force on 
the date of publication of this no’ification in the Offi¬ 
cial Gazette of India. 

2. Concession Applicable to Family.—In regula¬ 
tion 8, the Following shall be added as sub regula ion 
5 after sub regulation 4 

“(5) LTC facility could be allowed for an es- 
eon who accompanies a hand'capped emp¬ 
loyee on the journey subject to ‘he follow¬ 
ing conditions ;— 

(i) Prior approval of the chairman is obtained 

on each occasion. 

(ii) The nature of physical disability of an 

employee is such as to necessitate an es¬ 
cort for the journey. Tn case of doubt, 
the decision of the chairman will be final. 

Ciii) The physically handicapped employee does 
not have an adult family member. 

fiv) An employee and the escort avail oT he 
concession if any, in the railjbus fare as 
might be extended by RaiiwaysJState 
Roadways authorities in suih cases. 

(v) Any other person who is entiled to L.T.C. 
does not acccompany the handicapped 
employee on the Journey,” 

Explanatory Memorandum.—The amendment of 
Regulation No. 8 will not affect the interests of any of 
the employees of the Port.
